MacArthur Gets Spotlight 


Political Pot Boiling 
As Democrats Get in 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 2-4w -T he 
presidential political pot was boil­ 
ing with renewed vigor Tuesday as 
a record crop of D em ocrat candi 
dates sprouted suddenly and the 
nam e of Gen. Douglas M acArthui 
kept 
bobbing up under 
unusual 
circum stances. 
And all the while, President T ru­ 
m an m aintained 
silence concern­ 
ing his personal intentions. 
Some party politicians said the 
D em ocrat crop eventually may 
contain 20 nam es—if Mr. Tru 
man continues to keep mum un­ 
til convention tim e in July. 
But m ost of those stepping into 
the Dem ocratic spotlight are in the 
role of ‘ favorite sons." A candi­ 
date in this status norm ally holds 
the p arty ’s convention vote from 
his own state until he is nom inated 
or pledges it to some stronger can­ 
didate. 
Two Dem ocratic hats landed in 
the presidential ring Monday in 
Illinois, as slates were filed for 
Senators K efauver of Tennessee 
and McMahon of Connecticut for 
the April 8 prim ary. 
The 
Republican 
presidential 
prim ary in Illinois was enlivened 
when Harold E. Stassen, form er 
Minnesota governor, and Mac 
A rthur were entered iii opposi­ 
tion to Senator Taft of Ohio. 
From New' York, M acA rthur w ir­ 
ed the Illinois secretary of state: 
“ I have just been inform ed that 
my nam e has been entered in the 
Illinois state Republican presiden­ 
tial prim ary. I request that it, be 
w ithdrawn and that I be notified to 
that effect." 


But the m an who entered the 
general in the race, L ar Daly of 
Chicago, said he would take legal 
action, if necessary, to prevent 
M acArthur or anyone else from 
withdrawing the general’s nam e 
Daly, founder and director gen 
eral of the “ M acArthur and Mc 
earth y for ‘52 Club," said, “ we 
are aw are that Gen. M acArthur 
is not a candidate but we believe 
he’d accept a d raft."

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Greater Curb Against Drunken Drivers 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


Stronger action toward 
curbing 
the 
menace of drunken drivers is being much 
discussed and strongly urged by an in­ 
creasing number of representative citi­ 
zens of this community 
Some of this agitation is due to the fact 
that Pickaway and Highland counties and 
particularly our neighboring 
cities of 
Circleville and Hillsboro, are reported to 
have gone in vigorously for revocation of 
drunken d in e r s ’ licenses. 


Such action is being generally declared 
to be the most effective single measure 
that can be brought to bear on this class 
of 1bvv violators. 
Some of our neighboring authorities 
have established a uniform policy of re­ 
voking the driving licenses of all per­ 
sons convicted of driving while intoxi­ 
cated, The standard penalty was a year's 
loss of driving rights. In flagrant cases, 
offenders lost their licenses for five to 
IO years. 
It is reported that this uncompromising 
policy has brought gratifying results. 
In this city and county some stiff fines 
have been handed (flit to drunken drivers 
and in a number of cases licenses have 
been revoked. There has been some len­ 
iency shown at times in cases of first of­ 
fenders where it was considered an un­ 
due hardship might result for a man or 
his family if his driving rights were re­ 
moved and he lost use of his car. That, 
however, is the question on which some 
authorities in different cities have dif­ 
ferent attitudes. 
There can be no question 
but that 
drunken drivers continue to endanger the 
great body of law-abiding motorists and 
pedestrians. It is argued that some driver 
violators care little about a fine but are 


very anxious about any loss of driving 
rights. For this reason, it is claimed that 
such drivers take their responsibilities for 
safety more seriously if they know they 
will lose their licenses in any event if 
arrested for driving while intoxicated, 


A definite four-fold policy reportedly is 
being followed in Pickaway County and 
certain other places. Here is what it is:
